Peel Police have charged 
a man for the second time 
this year after he once again 
stole money from dona- 
tion boxes from Mosques 
throughout Peel. 

11 and 12 Division pre- 
viously received alerts be- 
tween June 4 and June 17 
that the accused individual, 
58-year old Ashraf Awad, 
visited six religious build- 
ings throughout Missis- 
sauga. The man broke into 
the donation box at each 
building and stole a total 
of approximately $12,000 
before being arrested and 
charged with theft. 


After being released, 
Awad continued to tar- 
get religious _ buildings 
throughout Peel and steal 
donation boxes. 

Awad was arrested on 
Thursday, July 13 and 
charged with multiple of- 
fenses, including Theft of 
Motor Vehicle, Fraud / Use 
of Stolen Credit Card, Mis- 
chief Over $5000, 3 counts 
of Theft Under $5000, 2 
counts of Break and Enter 
& Theft, and 5 counts of 
Breach of Recognizance. 

AWAD was held for a bail 
hearing and will appeared 
in Brampton court on Fri- 
day, July 14 in answer to 
the new charges. 


Investigators have been 
working along with oth- 
er GTA police agencies, 
as Awad is also wanted in 
other regions for similar of- 
fences.

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Private School offers help for Victims of “Report Card’ Fraud

A private school is offer- 
ing free summer courses to 
students defrauded in an 
online scam involving bogus 
report cards. 

Principal Indi Sahi says 
he wants to help compen- 
sate students who lost mon- 
ey when a fraudster faked 
his school’s logo in an online 
scam. 

“The kids who were actu- 
ally defrauded, who genu- 
inely thought this was our 
school, we'd like to reach out 
to them and say, ‘why don’t 
you come do the credit with 
us. We're not going to charge 
you for it,” said Sahi of the 
Canadian Higher Learning 
Academy, a private, Ontario 
government-approved on- 
line school. 

Investigators have now 
charged a Brampton man 
suspected of faking report 
cards used in applications 
for entry into university. 

Police charged 28-year- 


old Pavanjit Sohal _ of 
Brampton for allegedly cre- 
ating a fake website posing 
as a legitimate online pri- 
vate school. 

Sohal is suspected of 
fraudulently accepting 
money from students who 
thought they were upgrad- 
ing their credits through on- 
line courses and enrolling in 
a legitimate private learning 
academy. 

Sahi plans to reach out to 
unsuspecting victims of the 
fraud. 

“You've already lost your 
money. Why don’t you come 
take a course in the summer 
and you can get your credit,” 
he said. 

“We'd have to look at it 
a bit more, but the biggest 
outcome for us is making 
sure that those students are 
ok, the ones who genuinely 
thought they were enrolling 
with us.” 

There are an _ estimat- 
ed 10 students who fell for

the alleged scam. If all take 
advantage of Sahi’s offer, 
it would represent a total 
monetary value of around 
$10,000.00. Assuming 
there’s a conviction in this 
matter, Sahi hopes to sue for 
damages in order to try and 
recoup any of his costs. 
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He also says he wants to 
try and prevent this type of 
scam from happening again. 

“Apparently this has 
happened in the past, a 
few years ago. We want to 
make sure this never hap- 
pens again. Basically it’s like

around 2 a.m. on Sun- 
day, July 16, at the church 
on Heritage Road near 
Bovaird Drive West. 

They say someone con- 
nected to the church 
walked over to the scene of 
and used a fire extinguish- 
er to put out the blaze at 
the exterior of the building. 

Brampton Fire officials 
describe it as suspicious, 
prompting an arson inves- 
tigation. 

“There was minor dam- 
age, no injuries and we 
have no suspect informa- 
tion,” said Const. Rachel 
Gibbs of Peel Regional Po- 
lice. 

It’s the second fire at 
the church in three years. 
There was a more serious 
one in April 2014 when 
the church burned to the 
ground. It was rebuilt and 
reopened in October of last 


year. 

Galadza says that while 
the previous fire was an ac- 
cident, this time it’s not. 

“It is suspicious. If police 
are saying it’s suspicious, 
it’s suspicious. What can I 
do? It’s a beautiful build- 
ing. It’s very visible and it 
attracts attention, and asa 
result, maybe that’s what 
happened.” 

He said that he doesn’t 
want to speculate as to who 
would want to damage his 
church, except to say such 
incidents are not unique to 
Catholic Churches. 

“Other denominations 
have difficulties like this 
too,” he said. “There’s un- 
happy people, I guess, 
troubled. This happens 
throughout history. It hap- 
pens.” 

Galadza says he doesn’t 
think his church is under 
attack or that his own safe- 
ty is at risk. 


“I never 
thought about 
being in dan- 
ger. We're 
certainly con- 
cerned, but 
were relieved 
that it’s not 
worse and its 
service and ac- 
tivities as usu- 
al,” he said. 

“It’s an on- 
going investi- 
gation. Hope- 
fully they'll 
give us a re- 
sult, but until 
then, we're 
trying not to 
speculate.” 

The Ontario 
Fire Marshal’s 
office went to 
the scene and 
is investigating 
the incident.

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Brampton’s Jagmeet Singh political rise

If provincial MPP Jag- 
meet Singh wins the federal 
NDP leadership this fall, he 
would be the most prom- 
inent Osgoode Hall grad 
from Brampton heading a 
major political party since 
William Grenville Davis 
nearly half a century ago. 

There’s a lot of similar- 
ities between the two men 
despite their 50-year age 
difference. Both are lawyers, 
progressives and consen- 
susbuilders in their respec- 
tive NDP and Ontario PC 
parties, believers in social 
justice and soft-spoken men 
with strong family ties. 

But it’s the differences be- 
tween them that reflect to- 
day’s demographic realities 
in the GTA and the political 
opportunities that lie ahead 
as voters face pivotal elec- 
tions in Ontario less than a 
year away and nationally in 
the fall of 2019. 

Davis was a product of 
small-town Ontario when 
Brampton had fewer than 

10,000 residents and 
was its own separate com- 
munity half a century ago. 


recalls Bill Davis 


As education minister and 
then as premier for more 
than 13 years in the ’70s and 
early ’80s, Davis - known 
as “Bland Bill” for his low- 
keyed political style, was 
one of the most successful 


Ontario politicians ever, 
winning four elections and 
extending Tory rule in this 
province to more than 42 
years. 

Beloved in his hometown, 
87-year-old Davis’s name 
adorns the big provincial 
courthouse on Hurontario 
Street in southern Bramp- 
ton as well as schools and lo- 
cal centres across the com- 
munity, which today is one 
of Canada’s fastest-growing 


and diverse cities, with more 
than 600,000 residents. 
Singh, a 38-year-old Sikh 
who wears a yellow Das- 
taar, or traditional turban 
important to Sikh culture 
and identity, is trying to 
lead a national party that 
has never been headed by a 
visible minority leader. The 
son of immigrant parents 
from the north Indian state 
of Punjab, the former GTA 
trial lawyer, jiu jitsu mixed 
martial arts competitor and 
fashion and style icon has 
been an MPP from Brama- 
lea-Gore-Malton since 2011. 
He was also Ontario’s first 
turban-wearing Sikh MPP 
and in recent years the pro- 


vincial NDP’s deputy leader. 

Yet, with the rapid chang- 
es in the country after de- 
cades of immigration, Singh 
and the NDP may be in a 
position to cash in on grow- 
ing ethnic diversity in the 
GTA and Metro Vancouver, 
where hundreds thousands 
of south Asians live. There’s 
no doubt the NDP leader- 
ship candidate sees himself 
as someone who can expand 
the party’s reach especially 
in those big Canadian cities. 

“T’m the growth candidate 
in this race,” Singh asserted 
at a recent leadership debate 
in Saskatchewan against his 
three rivals -- federal MPs 
Charlie Angus, Niki Ash- 


ton and Guy Caron. “I’m 
connecting with people and 
bringing them to our home 
with the NDP. This is our 
path to victory.” 

There are nearly 469,000 
Sikhs living in Canada, with 
the vast majority in Brit- 
ish Columbia and Ontario. 
In fact, Peel Region’s Sikh 
population is the highest in 
the GTA and south Asian is 
the No. 1 reported visible 
minority in Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon. 

The growing ethnic vote 
continues to be a key battle- 
ground for all three major 
political parties. 

In the 2011 federal elec- 
tion, the south Asian vote 
generally supported Ste- 
phen Harper’s Conserva- 
tives, helping the Tories win 
32 of 47 seats in the GTA 
and sweeping all the ridings 
in Peel Region on their way 
to a majority government. 
Four years later, Justin 
Trudeau’s Liberals reversed 
that tide and won all the 
Peel seats in the 2015 vote 
that gave the Liberals their 
current majority. 

Many of those ridings 
were competitive so a strong 
showing by an NDP led 
by a leader such as Singh 
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could bleed votes away 
from Trudeau’s Liberals in 
2019 and help the Tories. 
The Conservatives have 
their own new leader, An- 
drew Scheer, and have been 
building political bridges in 
the ethnic communities for 
more than a decade. 

On the leadership cam- 
paign trail, Singh and the 
other NDP leadership hope- 
fuls have clashed more on 
style than on policy and tend 
to agree on things like a car- 
bon tax, controlling pipeline 
growth, more health and 
social spending, helping the 
poor and taxing the rich. 

In the Saskatchewan 
debate, Singh and Angus 
locked horns over Singh’s 
plan to reduce pension ben- 
efits for richer seniors as 
part of his poverty reduction 
plan. But overall, the NDP 
vote in October will be de- 
cided mainly on style. 

And as Toronto Life mag- 
azine and many other Cana- 
dian publications have said 
in rent years - in champi- 
oning his fashion sense he’s 
got plenty of style.

Police urge drinking and driving responsibly after deadly Brampton accident

With the warm weath- 
er and social scene in full 
swing, many Peel residents 
are taking advantage of 
outdoor activities, but po- 
lice are reminding everyone 
about the dangers of mixing 
alcohol and drugs with driv- 
ing. 

Just ask the family of 
Harshadrai Patel. 

The 64-year-old man was 
visiting from India when the 
vehicle he was in collided 
with another car in Missis- 
sauga last week. The driver 
of the other vehicle was later 
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charged with impaired oper- 

ation of a vehicle and crimi- 

nal negligence. 
Patel was 


later pro- 


nounced dead at a local hos- 
pital, and his family is dev- 
astated knowing that it was 
a crash that could have been

avoided. 

Constable Mark Fisher 
with Peel Police said, “Un- 
less you are using a breath- 


alyzer, the best course of ac- 
tion is not to have anything 
prior to driving, so that way 
there is no chance of you 
blowing over.” 

It is very easy at a back- 
yard party or barbecue for 
one drink to turn into two or 
three. 

Constable Fisher encour- 
ages people hosting a party 
to “be sure everyone has a 
way home, whether you call 
them a cab, or even drive 
them yourself, if you haven’t 
had any alcohol.” 

Andy Murie, the CEO of 
MADD Canada, recently 


said that it’s important to 
have a designated driver, 
take public transportation 
or call a taxi or an Uber. 

“Every single one of these 
crashes and charges are pre- 
ventable,” he explained. 

It is very difficult to say 
determine anyone’s blood 
alcohol content after one 
drink, said Murie. 

“It’s important to exercise 
caution. There’s a lot of fac- 
tors such as gender, weight, 
and whether the individual 
ate anything before drinking 
that you have to take into 
consideration.” 
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Further rate hikes could “cool off” Mississauga 
capital projects: Councillor 


Further interest rate hikes 
could prompt Mississauga to 
delay or shelve capital proj- 
ects including roadwork and 
bridge construction, accord- 
ing to a city councillor. 

Last week, the Bank of 
Canada hiked its key over- 
night lending rate by a quar- 
ter point to 0.7%, the first 
increase in seven years. 

The increase was due to 
stronger than expected eco- 
nomic growth, prompting 
some analysts to forecast an- 
other increase later this year. 

The modest quarter point 


increase is unlikely to have 
much impact on Mississau- 
ga infrastructure plans this 
year, but further hikes may 
prompt a rethink of priori- 
ties and delay some projects. 
“Higher interest is meant 
to cool the economy down 
and it has that effect,“ said 
Ward 11 Councillor George 
Carlson, including ‘cooling 
off “a few capital projects.” 
“We can certainly post- 
pone road widening, new 
bridges, recreational cen- 
ters and swimming pools. 
There’s no law that says we 


have to build them. So if our 
money isn’t available at a de- 
cent rate, council will have to 
decide what’s important and 
what can wait. It’s really not 
much different than being 
a homeowner. If the inter- 
est rate on the new car is 12 
percent, maybe the old car is 
going to have to last another 
year,” Carlson said. 

He says rates can deter- 
mine whether projects are 
financed over a longer period 
of time, ending up in the “10- 
year plan rather than the 5 
year plan.” 


Ultimately, borrowing 
costs generally increase de- 
pending on how long financ- 
ing period is extended. 

The rate hike corresponds 
with a general cooling off in 
housing prices in Peel Re- 
gion. 

Carlson says he follows 
the real estate markets very 
closely because it has a direct 
impact on assessments and 
tax revenues. 

“My realtor buddies are 
ringing their hands. There’s 
been a definite slowdown 
and a return to normal and a 
little drop in the price.” 

The return to ‘normal’, 
coupled with rising rates that 
could further cool off the real 
estate market, may lead to 
pressure city tax revenues. 

“We depend on _assess- 
ments to raise taxes. If our 
assessment base drops, then 
we have to adjust the mill 
rate. Otherwise, our revenue 
stream is not stable,” he said. 

The city of Mississauga was 
debt free up until a few years 
ago but now relies on borrow- 
ing from financial markets to 
cover the cost of infrastructure 
and capital projects.

“Months of high 
precipitation produced the 
highest recorded waters 
level on Lake Ontario since 
reliable records began in

business Snug Harbour was 
closed for several days due 
to flooding. 

Precipitation within the 
Lake Ontario basin and 
storm surge can result in 
temporary increases in 
lake levels. Winds origi- 
nating from the south and 
east could generate waves 
to intensify the impacts of 
the high lake levels. The 
elevated lake levels com- 
bined with wave action can 


shifting winds and 
wave activities; sections of 
trails could be isolated due 
to higher lake levels and 
waves.. 

Lake levels will continue 
to drop slowly over next few 
months, though CVC stress- 
es that given the enormous 
size of the lake and the un- 
certainties related to future 
precipitation, water  lev- 
els are expected to remain 
higher than normal.

A Brampton 
manufacturing 
company has 

stated that the 
proposed changes 
to Ontario’s mini- 
mum wage would 
be “devastating” 
for them. 


WG _ Pro-Manufacturing 
Inc. spoke out this week 
regarding the changes, 
which are currently being 
put forward for public input 
by the Ontario government 
this week. 

The Liberal government’s 
proposed bill will increase 
the minimum wage from 
$11.40 to $11.60 an hour 
in October, followed by a 
raise to $14 an hour at the 
beginning of 2018 and a 
further increase to $15 an 
hour in 2019. The legislation 
also seeks to bring equal pay 
for part-time workers, along 
with expanded vacation 
and emergency leave 


entitlements for full-time 
employees. 

Karl Wirtz, the founder 
and president of WG Pro, 
said in a release this week 
that the impact to his bottom 
line would be devastating 


not only their company, but 
for many local businesses. 
The increase would cause 
staffing costs at the business, 
which handles food and 
confectionary packaging, to 
raise by a million dollars in 
a single year. Wirtz says that 
such an increase would be 
unsustainable. “At no time 
did we account for, or even 


consider, an immediate 
and sudden 22.8% labour 
increase,” he said. “In 


the worst case scenario, 
we could be looking at 
bankruptcy, and that would 
mean that a $3.8-million 
dollar payroll would be 
eliminated.” 

In a statement released 


this week, a _ coalition 
of groups including the 
Canadian Franchise 
Association, Ontario 


Chamber of Commerce and 
Restaurants Canada said 
that there would be writing 
a letter to Premier Kathleen 
Wynne opposing the hike. 
“Many Ontario employers, 
especially small businesses, 
are now considering closing 
their business because they 
do not have the capacity to 
successfully manage such 
reforms,” the statement 
said. “To plan effectively 
and protect jobs, employers 
need predictability and time 
to adjust the cost of other 
inputs where we can. There 
is no way to absorb and 
adjust to a 32 percent hit in 


Brampton business feeling the 
pinch of minimum wage hike 


less than 18 months.” 

The legislation is being 
pushed forward at a time 
when WG is in the process 
of exponential growth, said 
Wirtz, and they employed 
more than 200 personnel 
with a further increase of 
45 employees for summer 
and fall production, plus 
80 employees through local 
agencies. 

Businesses must rely on 
a consistent and structured 
labour market, Wirtz said, 
noting that there cannot 
be an unplanned initiative 
that doesn’t allow at least 3 
years to adjust and produce 
in an environment that 
has wage sustainability. “A 
labour rate of $14.00, or 
even $15.00 dollars, cannot 
be unplanned and sudden,” 
he said. 

In an interview earlier this 
week, Ontario Economic 
Development Minister 
Brad Duguid told reporters 
that he was sympathetic to 
needs of local businesses, 
especially smaller ones. 
Citing “complex policies”, 
he stated that he wants 
to ensure that there are 
unintended consequences. 

“Tf there’s more work 
to be done in terms of 
the details and potential 
unintended consequences, 
that’s something we're 
certainly happy to do with 
our business community,” 
he said.

Norman Jewison - 
The First Inductee into 


Caledon’s Walk of Fame!

The Walk of Fame hon- 
ours current or past Cale- 
don residents who have 
made significant contribu- 
tions locally, nationally and 
internationally. 

Norman Frederick Jew- 
ison — film director, pro- 
ducer and author — turns 
g1 this coming Friday, July 
21. Combining talent and 
integrity, Jewison is an in- 
ternational superstar of leg- 
endary proportions. 

Though much of his ca- 
reer has been spent outside 
Canada, Jewison believes 
his Canadian perspective 
has brought an important 
objectivity to his work. 

Jewison was born in the 
Beaches area of Toronto. 
His father was the owner 
of a general store, and he 
attended Kew Beach Public 
School as a child. His first 
taste of showmanship came 
when he made his stage de- 
but at age 6, being enrolled 
in the Royal Conservato- 
ry of Music by his family. 
There, he studied piano and 
music theory, after which 
he attended Malvern Colle- 
giate, staging and appear- 
ing in shows and musical 
comedies. 

Jewison served with the 
Royal Canadian Navy over- 
seas. After World War II, he 
attended Victoria College 
at the University of Toron- 
to, where he wrote and di- 
rected the first All-Varsity 
Revue. During his summer 
months, he waited on tables 
at the Banff Springs Hotel 
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and produced the Banff Re- 
vue. 

After graduating from 
the University of Toronto 
with a liberal arts degree, 
Jewison went to work driv- 
ing a cab and occasionally 
performing as an actor on 
radio for the CBC. In 1950, 
he travelled to England for 
a two-year work/study stint 
with the BBC, but in 1952, 
the newly launched CBC- 
TV summoned him back to 
Toronto and offered him a 
job as a training assistant 
director. 

Jewison wrote, directed 
and produced some of Can- 
ada’s most popular and suc- 
cessful musicals, comedy/ 
variety shows and specials 
during the seven years that 
followed, including The 
Big Revue (1952-53; the 
first regular series for the 
fledgling network), Denny 
Vaughan (1954-57), The 
Barris Beat (1956-57) and 
Wayne & Shuster. In 1958, 
at the invitation of CBS, he 
moved to New York to up- 
date the weekly television 
musical Your Hit Parade. 
This led to steady work on 
The Andy Williams Show, 
and television specials fea- 
turing some of the top tal- 
ent of the day, including 
Harry Belafonte (the first 
for an African-American 
performer), Danny Kaye, 
Pat Boone, Jackie Gleason 
and Judy Garland. 

During this period, Jew- 
ison was acknowledged as 
the top director of musical 


variety working in Ameri- 
can television, and his Judy 
Garland Special — shot in 
Los Angeles in early 1961 
with guests that included 
Frank Sinatra and Dean 
Martin — remains a classic 
of the period and received 4 
Emmy Award nominations. 

In 1963, Norman Jewison 
was Offered a three-picture 
deal with Universal Studios, 
and was assigned two com- 
edies. He got his first big 
break in the movies soon af- 
ter. The notoriously difficult 
director Sam _ Peckinpah 
was fired from a relatively 
low-budget poker drama 
for MGM, and Jewison was 
brought in to direct The 
Cincinnati Kid (1965). Star- 
ring Steve McQueen and 
Edward G. Robinson, it be- 
came a minor commercial 
hit with extremely good re- 
views. Jewison’s Hollywood 
career was off and running. 

Since that time, Jewison 
has mostly maintained 
complete artistic control of 
all the films he has directed. 
His first film as director/ 
producer was the Cold War 
comedy The Russians Are 
Coming, the Russians Are 
Coming (1966), starring 
Carl Reiner and Alan Arkin. 
It received 4 Oscar nomi- 
nations, including Best Pic- 
ture. 

Then came the film that 
Norman Jewison will al- 
ways be remembered for — 
the intense racial drama In 
the Heat of the Night (1967, 


which he directed only), 
starring Sidney Poitier and 
Rod Steiger. 

The film received 8 Os- 
car nominations, including 
Jewison’s first as a direc- 
tor. It won for Best Picture, 
Actor (Seiger), Screenplay, 
Sound and Editing. 

Following In the Heat of 
the Night, Jewison was re- 
sponsible for some of the 
biggest box-office hits of the 
late 1960s and early 1970s, 
including The Thomas 
Crown Affair (4968) and 
Fiddler on the Roof (1971). 

Jewison became disillu- 
sioned with the violent turn 
the racial struggles in the 
US had taken and moved 
his family to London, En- 
gland. Fiddler on the Roof 
was shot in Yugoslavia, Je- 
sus Christ Superstar in Is- 
rael and Rollerball (1975) in 
Germany. 

He was persuaded to re- 
turn to the US in 1978 to 
direct and produce the Syl- 
vester Stallone union drama 
F.LS.T., which was followed 
by the Al Pacino courtroom 
drama ...And Justice for All 
(1979).

Never comfortable living 
in Hollywood, in 1978 he 
purchased a farm property 
in Caledon East and moved 
his family there perma- 
nently. He returned to form 
with another racial drama 
in 1984. A Soldier’s Story 
received 3 Oscar nomina- 
tions, including Jewison’s 
second for best picture. Ag- 
nes of God (1985) was shot 
in Ontario and received an- 
other 3 Oscar nominations, 
and the romantic comedy 
Moonstruck, shot in Toron- 
to and starring Cher and 
Nicolas Cage, was a huge 
box office hit in 1987. 

In 1988 he founded the 
Canadian Film Centre, a 
training centre located in 
the north end of Toronto 
that offers new filmmakers 
courses on directing, pro- 
ducing and screenwriting. 
It has grown into an im- 
portant film and television 
training school that has a 
justly deserved reputation 
for excellence. The Acad- 
emy of Canadian Cinema 
and Television present- 
ed Jewison with a Special 
Achievement Award in 


Attention Peel social groups 
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1988 in recognition of his 
efforts in founding the cen- 
tre. 

Jewison has_ received 
many honours and awards 
during his career, includ- 
ing honorary degrees from 
Trent University, the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario 
and University of Toronto. 
In 1981, he was appoint- 
ed an officer of the Order 
of Canada, and in 1991, he 
was promoted to the rank 
of Companion. He has re- 
ceived a star on the Hol- 
lywood Walk of Fame and 
was inducted into Canada’s 
Walk of Fame. 

Norman Jewison and 
Margaret Ann Dixon mar- 
ried on July 11, 1953. She 
died on November 26, 
2004, the day following 
her 74th birthday in Oran- 
geville--from undisclosed 
causes. They have three 
children: Kevin, Jennifer 
and Michael. Jewison has 
five grandchildren: Ella, 
Sam, Megan, Henry, and 
Alexandra. 

In November 2010, 
Jewison was remarried to 
Lynne St. David. 
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Review: Odysseo brings horse and human harmony to Hershey Centre

Odysseo - the big-top ex- 
travaganza that showcases 
the marvel of human and 
horse magnificence - is back 
in the GTA, but this time in 
Mississauga near the Her- 
shey Centre. 

This world class show 
has traveled the globe and 
showcases equestrian arts 
and human gymnastics 
against a backdrop of state 
of the art theatrical effects 
on a humongous stage that 
comprises a hill three sto- 
ries tall. 

About 10,000 tons of 
rock, earth and sand are 
sculpted to create the vast 
space of freedom where hu- 
mans and horses come to 
play in superb harmony. 

This live multi-dimen- 
sional journey with layers 
of mesmerizing décor, live 
music, gravity defying ac- 
robatics by humans, slick 


stunts by horses and high 
definition computer graph- 
ic images projected onto an 
immense cyclorama using 
18 projectors simultaneous- 
ly just blows away the spec- 
tators’ minds. 

The journey starts from 
the Mongol period, and 
continues right up to mod- 
ern day times. Riders sport- 
ing long flowing robes and 
majestic horses give a royal 
atmosphere to the whole 
scene. 

There are even stunts 
with humans riding stand- 
ing and straddled across 
two horses. The show em- 
phasizes the importance 
of horses in helping build 
bridges between cultures 
and expand civilization by 
taking humans to various 
corners of the earth. 

The odyssey is punctuat- 
ed with human acrobats on 
stilts, including amazing 
continuous ground somer- 
saults and stunning feats on 


a hanging carousel set in a 
black light environment. 

Shooting stars and other 
heavenly bodies in the back- 
ground lend a surreal sur- 
rounding. 

Following that stupen- 
dous visual feast, humans 
strut their stuff riding hors- 
es on the side, upside down, 
jumping off and on, pump- 
ing adrenalin into the audi- 
ence. 

Viewers will also be treat- 
ed to the beauty of horses 
lying on sand dunes awak- 
ened by the sound of a harp 
and get ready for their day. 

There is also a playful 
and meaningful interactive 
scene where the performers 
get up and ask the audience 
to compete in singing: “O 
walu guere moufan” (No 
more war on earth). 

Atrio of performers come 
up to the front of the stage 
and ask the audience on the 
right, middle and left to sing 
the words out loud to see 


who can sing the loudest - 
a very enjoyable moment 
where both the patrons and 
performers interact and be- 
come one. 

Performances set in an 
ice and glacial setting and a 
lingering scene where hors- 
es powering angelic aerial- 
ists in a four-person silks 
act that takes them into the 
skies will send you straight 
to heaven. 

The evening ends with a 
fantastic crescendo as the 


stage is inundated with mul- 
titudinous litres of recycled 
water in just a few minutes. 

A magical virtual water- 
fall overhangs the resulting 
lake, in which horses, rid- 
ers and artists join to frol- 
ic, leaving behind them the 
traces of their splashes and 
a stupefied audience. 

The whole realization of 
this monumental ode to 
horses is accompanied with 
live musicians playing cap-

tivating music on violins, 
guitars, bass and drums ac- 
companied by an enchant- 
ing crooner.

Being hectic is a way of 
life nowadays. We busy 
ourselves at work and think 
about our family at home 
and what we have to do 
when we get home, and the 
reverse when we are home.

The opposite of being 
hectic is calmness, which is 
a release — inaction. It is a 
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Meditation 101 - Hectic vs. Calm 


state of being, a deep sense 
of fulfillment, completion, a 
sense of rest and an overall 
feeling. It ends in an emo- 
tional security. 

So how do we start to 
bring our lives back within 
a sense of calm? It starts by 
giving ourselves permission 
to complete. Sit back and 
close your eyes and find the 
level of calm within you. 
Take a few slow breaths and 
just let yourself relax till 
you can feel how calm you 
are or can be. You can feel it 
deep within. 

This is where we have 
to go to find the calm. 

Start by separating your 
responsibilities or tasks 
into importance and ability 
to complete. Categorize 
tasks into importance and 
then organize your time 
and energy. Not everything 
needs all your energy. Next, 
complete each task in their 
respective time and then 
move onto the next. 


Next, learn to understand 
yourself and how you react 
to what is happening.

Where global meets local ~ 
in neighbourhoods by Catherine Soplet 


What I learned 


from years of teaching 
music to young children is 
this: Doing little things well 
makes big things possible. 

Doing little things well 
underpins the civic engage- 
ment initiatives of Building 
Up Our Neighbourhoods. 

T have seen first-hand 
how little things can create 
big impact for quality of life 
in neighbourhoods -- little 
things like voluntary efforts 
to create workshops for 
small groups of parents; 
protecting public libraries; 
helping children’s choirs 
and musical theatre; and 
supporting all kinds of 
house-league team sports. 

“Peel Matters” will be a 
community commentary to 
capture stories of residents 
who are doing little things 
well and to celebrate their 
achievements. Local nar- 
rative will be in step with 
reported current affairs and 
reputed data points. 

As a musician artist, I 
seek patterns and meaning 
out of community transfor- 
mation. 

Today it seems like chaos 
in Peel Region. Once sleepy 
tracts of tidy suburbs - aris- 
ing out of family farms - are 
now bursting at the seams 
and busting family afford- 
ability. Residents live with 
expectations for instant 
digital connection from a 
mobile pocket device, but 
the paradox reality is a 
grinding traffic gridlock that 
keeps us from connecting, 
at all. 

In less than two genera- 
tions, since 1974 the popu- 
lation in Peel has exploded 
by more than 400% -- from 
334,753 residents to nearly 
1.5 million residents in 
2016, according to federal 
census data. 

This same level of chaos 
200 years ago in Upper 


Canada, denoted by soci- 
etal shift and population 
growth, led to the creation 
of public education legislat- 
ed in 1816 to create univer- 
sal Common Schools. The 
intent was to coach local 
talent which stayed local, 
and benefited locals. As a 
result, Peel Region sustain- 
ably thrived. 

100 years ago, the same 
“all in” public education 
approach of doing little 
things well epitomized the 
Canadians’ preparation 
for the 1917 Battle of Vimy 
Ridge. 


Soldiers without social 
status had left jobs in mines 
and farms and fishing and 
logging to voluntarily join 
the war effort. They contrib- 
uted practical knowledge to 
engineer vast underground 
chalk caves at Vimy Ridge, 
which were designed for 
war theatre rehearsal. The 
extensive underground bar- 
racks and battle rehearsals 
were uniquely Canadian 
tactical innovations. 

In writing Vimy, histo- 
rian Pierre Berton com- 
mented that the Battle of 
Vimy Ridge was a defining 
moment for Canada’s com- 
ing of age as a nation. The 
paperback edition of Vimy 
has a compelling image of 
a youthful soldier looking 
into the camera with sad- 


dened, war-weary eyes. 

That soldier is my grand- 
father. As the youngest 
army combatant to be 
awarded the Victoria Cross, 
he was a boy soldier, an 
adult learner and a phar- 
macist apprentice. After his 
state funeral in February 
1967, a commemorative 
plaque simply read: Sol- 
dier. Pharmacist. Citizen. 

In Peel, we can try to do 
little things well so that big 
things are possible. We res- 
idents have a global reach 
through social networks, 
and international trade on 
digital and logistics plat- 
forms.

Words create your reality 
and then your reality 
creates further words to 
support it. It is a circle that 
you have created and you 
are the centre of it. Have 
you ever wanted to change 
your life? You have to first 
create a new reality. 

When you listen to the 
words you use, you can 
hear what you believe is 
happening or is real for 
you. Listen to your words 
as you speak. Take it one 
step further and write 
a speech about yourself 
and how you are feeling. 
Then read it aloud or have 
someone else read it to you. 
What do your words say 
about you? 

Words are energy and 
they cause action and then 
reaction, sometimes in 
others, but most definitely 
in you. What type of 
energy are you creating? 
What kind of action(s) 
is being created? What 
kind of reaction(s) are you 
creating? 

When you use words, 
they are the thoughts 
you were thinking about 
yourself and others and 
your words have been 
shaped by that. Your feeling 
of lack or purpose creates 
your words. So what 
are you thinking about 
yourself or others. When 
you are creating from lack, 
you are seeing others as 
combatants, competitors 
and/or supporters. When 
you are purposeful, you see 
others the same but their 
purpose is different — what 
do they have to teach you? 
Our supporters also have 
purpose to help us get to 
where we want to go. 

Your words also show 
you how you feel and what 
you are choosing in the 
moment. If you think you 
are a failure, you will only 
see failure. If you think you 
are a success, you will see 
success. The same goes for 
loss and hope. Make a wish 
and watch it happen. Now 


work towards your wish. 
You have to believe in hope. 
What do you truly want? 

Choose the words you 
want to be. Now pay 
attention to the tone of 
your words. How much 
effort do you give to your 
words? Sub-consciously, 
your words will give you so 
many clues you don’t hear 
otherwise. 

A woman I once spoke to 
kept telling me she wasn’t 
going to be like her “weak” 
mother, and she repeated 
it several times in different 
ways. 

I asked her why she put 
so much effort into not 
being like her mother and 
less in being herself. She 
denied ever feeling like 
that, but her words were 
quite clear. Eventually, she 
did start changing, and 
now she is doing things she 
enjoys more for herself. 

Journal your thoughts 
and feelings for a week, 
but don’t read them. Write 
down what is happening 
to you in the present day. 
Two weeks later, look at 
your written words. Look 
at the words you use and 
which are repeated. How 
is the phrasing of your 
sentences? What is the tone 
of your thoughts? What 
kind of statement does 
it make? Now say those 
words aloud and feel what 
they say about you. Be 
aware of those feelings and 
ask yourself how or if you 
would change that. 

Now write those same 
thoughts, but with more 
positive or hopeful words. 
Figure out what and where 
you want to be in the 
future. In the next week, 
be aware of how often 
you repeat your old words 
and try to replace them 
with more thoughtful and 
positive words. Be aware 
and make the choices to 
bring yourself a different 
life. 

What I have always 
taught in my classes is that 
what we see in others, we 
also see in ourselves or we 
wouldn’t recognize it in

others. What bothers or 
inspires you the most in 
others is what is in you. 

Look at the people in 
your life. What do you 
see in them? What draws 
you to some people and 
not others? What are the 
qualities you aspire or 
decline to have? Write them 
down using very descriptive 
words and pay attention to 
them — all of them. 

Now look deeper into 
your thoughts and what 
they are saying. Write the 
continuous and repetitive 
thoughts down. What 
thoughts do you have 
difficulty acknowledging 
and revealing even to 
yourself? They are the 
undercurrents of your 
words. 

Your own biography is 
one of the hardest things 
you will probably have to 
write. Because of my books, 
I have had to write multiple 
bios. At first, it is difficult to 
turn it around and focus on 
you but it becomes easier. 
Write your own biography. 
Write your life story, good 
and bad relationships, 
passions, and what 
you want to become or 
accomplish. Write it down 
and date it. Keep adding to 
this or changing it as you go 
along. 

If words create actions 
and reactions then using 
different words can create a 
different result or outcome.
